thority to inforce it A PLAN was prepared, Wund- Lid Mr the General Aſ- 
ſembly 1742, for eſtabliſhing a Fund, by Act of Parliament, for an Annui- 


ty to the Widow of every Miniſter, and a Stock to the Children of ſuch 


as ſhould leave no Widow, founded on an AN NAIL. Tax payable out of their 


Benefices, and a Carrr l. ariſing from the Surpluſſes of theſe Taxes, during 


the earlier Yeu of the Scheme, when there would be no great Burden on 


the Fund :---- And! as the Miniſters happening to die ſooneſt, would have paid 


leaſt into the common Stock, the Proviſions of Widows and Children were 


to be ſmall at the 1 and to bear a growing Proportion to the Sums 
contributed by their Husbands and Fathers. 


But it "Ih aledged, That a Schuz, founded ſo much in Equality,

The + Lis of this Scr ME, and the Diſadvantages i in not providing 
for Orphans, appeared ſo obvious to the Gros Presbyteries to whom it was 
tranſmitted for their Opinion, that almoſt all of them inſiſted to have a Ca- 
| PITAL, in Order that Proviſion might be made for Children, as well as Wi- 

dows, and Furunk InTRAnTs not taxed higher than PresznT IxcuuBEN TS. 
And lo, after numberleſs Alterations, Subſtractions, and Additions, the 
Whole was again tranſmitted to Presbyteries, whoſe further Opinion being 
received, the Aſſembly 1743 were brought back to the Fixsr PLan laid 
before the Aſſembl y 1742, With this remarkable Difference indeed, That 
wheres; in the original Draught, the Proviſions of Widows and Children 
were to bear Proportion, as already obſerved, to the Sums contributed by their 
Husbands and Fathers: It was now ſo framed, that the Proviſions of the 
Families of ſuch Miniſters as ſhould die ſooneſt, even in the firſt Year of the 
I Scnxux, and conſequently contribute leaſt, were to be as great, as the Pro- 
viſions of thoſe who ſhould live longeft, and contribute moſt. Which Va- 
riation, and ſome other Clauſes, by much too favourable for thoſe of advan- 


ced Age, were however generouſly agreed to by the younger Brethren, it 
being always underſtood, That if the Fund would not anſwer, Application 
was to be made to the Legiſlature for f. uch Alterations as the Circumſtances 


of the Caſe nt.

250 L. whatever be their Age, Number or Circumſtances.----And if an Annut- 
TanT ſhall happen to die, or to be married, before ſhe has drawn Ten Years 
Annuity, the Children of her deceaſed Husband, who ſhall be under Sixteen

Let it now be obſerved, That the Parliament having left it optional to 


the Miniſters and Profeſſors, then entitled to Beneſices in the Church or Uni- 
verſities, either ro decline contributing for Support of the Fund, or to make | 
their Election of any of the foreſaid annual Rates to which they chuſed to be 
ſubject, they did, within the Time limited, ſignify their Ins ooo to. the Traſtees 
| nominated in the ſaid Act. 


In ͤconſequence of this, it became neceſſary to enquire how the SchEME 


would anſwer . becauſe, in regard of the different Ages of the ConTriBuTery 
their Option might turn out to be very advantageous or diſadvantageous to 
the Fund, according as thoſe of advanced Years ſhould be more or eſs nume- 


rous in the higher Claſſes, 


© Upon this Inquiry, it W that a . many old Men, not FRI 
to the Conſequences, had claimed the Benefit of the higher Claſſes ;---That 
the Number of Benefices in the Church and Univerſities, and conſequently 
the annual Produce for Support of the Fund, was conſiderably leſs And the 
Number of Widows to be provided for conſiderably greater, than was ſup- 


poſed i in the Calculation, inſtituted on the Liſts tranſmitted by Presbyteries, 
previous to the Act of Parliament (5).

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only 300; to which if you add the 69 Offices i in Univerſities, and a proportional Number of Widows, the Total 2 
Benefices would amount to 1039, and the higheſt Number of Widows on Life at one Time only to 321 : Whereas it 8 4 
now appears from the more accurate Accounts received from them, that at leaſt 364 Widows of Miniſters and Profeſ- 'S 
fors, were alive on Martinmas Day 1747, and that the Number of Benefices in the Church, and all the Univerſities, ; | 
do not exceed 1013, including the third Charge in Perth, and the ſecond in Linlithgow. And conſequently though 
there are 26 ſewer Contributes for Support of the Fund, there will be at length, in all Probability, a much greater 
Number of Widows to provide for, than was formerly ſuppoſed. This Miſtake of Presbyteries, as to the Number 
of Benekices, proceeded, as it is apprehended, from their counting ſo many within their Bounds, as there were Mi- 
niſters, Members of their reſpective Presbyterics; whereas ſeveral Miniſters are Members of Presbyteries who do 


not enjoy legal Benefices, and frequently two Members hold but one Benefice, as in theſe Inſtances where a Miniſter is 
ordained an Aſſiſtant and Succeſſur to another.

That every Widow fhall have, at leaſt, one Half of her Annuity for Subſi-

The Aſſembly, on all theſe Accounts, unanimouſly agreed to Petition the

Thirdly, The Number of legal Benefices in the Church and Univerſities, Anno 1744, 
being, per Obſervation 1ſt, 101 of which 962 were enjoyed by Miniſters or Profeſſors ; 


It follows, that if the whole Incumbents had acceded to the Scheme, there would have 


been 962 Contributers from the Beginning. 


 Fourthly, But in regard, that the Act of Parliament left it optional to Miniſters and Pro- 
feſſors, entitled to Benefices or Offices, on or before the 25th of March 1744, to become 

Contributers or not, 135 declined claiming the Benefit of the Scheme, conſequently there 
remained only 827 ORIGINAL CoNTRIBUTERS (e;) and as the Miniſters, reſiding in the 


Weſtern and Northern Iſles, were not obliged to pay their Rates till Candlemas 1746, 10 


and 827 at Candlemas 1746 ; which Number of ORIGINAL CoNTRIBUTERS, is reckoned

Now it appears from 
the 14th Obſervation, — That 30 die annually out of the whole Miniſters and Profeſſors, 


viz. 962; — and that 26 of them leave Widows or Children : —-So that, in regard 


many Wives predeceaſe their Husbands, and ſeveral of them have no Children, we can- | 


not ſuppoſe fewer than 28 to marry annually, whence there will yearly ariſe 147 L. when 
ALL of them become Contributers ——— And conſequently, as 962 is to 28; ſo will the 
Number of Contributers, in any one Year, be to the Number who marry, in that ſame 


Year, as is ſhown by Table 2d.

Deficiency would, in a great Meaſure, deprive thoſe Chil-

And having atteſted theſe Facts, they take notice of the 
Equity and Neceſſity of the propoſed, or rather greater

Capital, previous to the Option of Contributers, becauſe of 


their different Ages; yet ſuch probable Conjectures were made 


by thoſe who prepared the Scheme. -"T hat if old 


Men had not been /e numerous in the higher Claſſes, — 
or if the Number of Benefices and Offices in Univerſities, 
had been as great, and the Number of Widows no greater, 
then they appear'd to be from the Liſts tranſmitted by 
Presbyteries, on which the CALCULATION was inſtituted, 
previous to the Act of Parliament, the Fund would have 


been in no Danger. 
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
